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A STUDENT has 
died after appar¬ 
ently falling 
through the sky¬ 
light of a shop 
during a night 
out. 

Alex Richardson, 
21, whose father 
Chris is managing 
director of Cheveley 
Park Stud, near New¬ 
market, was in his 
third year at the 
prestigious Univer¬ 
sity of St Andrews in 
Fife when the trag¬ 
edy happened. 

It is believed he fell 
about 15ft through the 
window at the Home 
Improvements Mica 
Homestore in South 
Street St Andrews last 
Tuesday night. 

The circumstances 
leading up to the acci¬ 
dent remain unclear. 

Alex was taken to 
Ninewells hospital in 
nearby Dundee and was 
kept in overnight before 
being released the

following day. 

He later collapsed and 
was taken back to 
hospital in a coma and 
was put on a life support 
machine. But he died 
last Thursday. 

His parents and sister 
travelled to Scotland to 
be at his bedside. Alex 
was studying French and 
Spanish. 

Mr Richardson said, in 
a statement issued by 
the university: “Alex was 
a fun-loving character 
with a great appetite for 
life and he just loved St 
Andrews - he had the 
happiest time of his life 
here. 

“He had so many 
friends here who have 


been such a wonderful 
support to us. It has 
been a great comfort to 
us that he was sur¬ 
rounded by his closest 
friends during this 
hugely difficult time and 
we are very grateful to 
them, to the university 
and to the university 
chaplain lamie Walker 
for everything they have 
done. 

“It is simply imposs¬ 
ible to describe how 
deeply we feel his tragic 
loss and how much we 
will miss him. We all 
wish we could rewind 
time.” 

Louise Richardson, 
the university’s principal 
and vice-chancellor, said 
the tragedy had left her 
“deeply saddened”. 

She said: “He was a 
bright and very popular 
student who was much 
loved by his family and 
friends. 

“We send our sincere 
condolences to Alex’s 
parents Chris and Annie 
and his sister Emma at 
this enormously difficult 
time. 

“His parents have 
asked the university to 
extend their thanks to all 
Alex’s friends for their 
support and friendship.”

A GRIEVING family have 
paid tribute to a “devoted 
husband and father” who 
was killed while checking 
his lorry’s tyres. 

HGV driver Marshall Bell was 
found in a lay-by off the A14 at 
Haughley, Suffolk, at around 
12.25pm last Thursday. 

Mr Bell, of East Fen Com¬ 
mon, Soham, had parked his 
lorry in the lay-by and got out to 
check his tyres, as he had done 
on a regular basis for the past 30 
years. 

But one of the tyres exploded

in front of the 51 year old in the 
carriageway, where emergency 
services found him. 

The A14 was closed in both 
directions to allow an air 
ambulance to land but the 
dedicated family man could not 
be revived. 

His wife Tracey found out 
about his tragic death around 
two hours after the explosion 
when a police woman called to 
break the news. 


It was down to her to then tell 
their 11-year-old daughter, 
Daisy, and Mr Bell’s three step¬ 
children, Bradley Waters, 21, 
Matthew Waters, 18 and 15- 
year-old Holly Waters. 

Mr Bell’s family were still 
struggling to come to terms 
with the heart-breaking news 
but they told the Weekly News 
that he was the “best family 
man” they could have ever 
wished for. 

Mrs Bell, 42, said: “Things are 
still sinking in and it is really 
hard to come to terms with. 

“Marshall was a devoted 


husband, father and step-father 
and he will be sorely missed. 

“We are all in total shock and 
cannot believe we have lost the 
best family man we could have 
ever wished for.” 

She explained how her 
husband had been a lorry driver 
since the age of 21 and said the 
family had lived in the East 
Cambridgeshire area for dec¬ 
ades. 

An inquest into Mr Bell’s 
death was opened and 
adjourned last Friday at the 
coroner’s office in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds.

Firefighters say goodbye to the ‘Fireman Sam’ look 


THE days of the traditional 
firefighters’ helmets are gone with 
the introduction of modern head 
gear. 

Fire crews in Suffolk were set to 
start using the latest helmets 
yesterday, making the “Fireman 
Sam” look a thing of the past. 

The county’s fire and rescue 
service has chosen helmets made 


by French company MSA Gallet 
after trials of two different types. 

They include integral goggles 
and visor as well as a torch. They 
also offer better head and neck 
protection than the helmets they 
replace which have been in service 
for the past 10 years. 

Firefighters at Newmarket fire 
station are among those already 


equipped with the new helmets 
ready for their official introduction. 

Firefighter Marc Elliott, based at 
Newmarket, was one of the Suffolk 
crew members who trialled the 
new helmets for several months 
before a decision was taken to 
order them from MSA Gallet, which 
also makes helmets for military 
forces and pilots. 


He said: “The new helmets offer 
greater protection and are more 
practical. They also give a more 
modern image. 

“Here at Newmarket where 
many of our calls are to road 
collisions, they will be much better 
for us when we are using cutting 
equipment. 

“Most fire services across the 


country are adopting new helmets.” 

The introduction of the helmets 
coincides with a change in job titles 
and insignia for senior officers. 

Leading firefighters are 
becoming crew managers and sub 
officers will be known as watch 
managers. 

The new helmets already have 
the new rank markings.

School places 
cut campaign 


PARENTS are mounting a 
campaign against a cut in 
the number of places 
available for children start¬ 
ing at a village school. 

The intake at Exning Primary 
School is being reduced from 27 
at present to 15, as part of Suffolk 
County Council’s reorganisation 
of education. 

Now the school’s Friends 
organisation is asking villagers to 
back their campaign - whether 
they have children of school age 
or not. 

The changes are part of the 
county council’s switch to two- 
tier education which will mean 
the closure of middle schools. 

It will mean that more children 
will remain at primary schools, 
including Exning, up to the age 
of 11 instead of leaving at nine as 
at present. 

The cut in school intake has 
been explained by the need to fill 
“surplus” places at primary 
schools in Newmarket which 
have been noted as part of the 
reorganisation. 

But the Exning Friends 
organisation has said the move is 
unfair and would put undue 
pressure on the school.

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They have said that the move 
will reduce parental choice and 
will “almost certainly” mean 
there will be no building work 
done at the school to accom¬ 
modate the older children who 
will be staying on. 

They are asking residents to 
write to Phil Whiffing, the county 
council’s lead official for the 
reorganisation, calling for a 
rethink. 

Susan Allison, who chairs the 
school Friends, said: “When the 
consultation about the re¬ 
organisation was held last year 
most of the discussion was about 
the change from three-tier to 
two-tier and the proposed 
closure of Paddocks Primary 
School in Newmarket. So not 
many people realised the effect it 
would have on our school. 

“We’re concerned that the 
basis of the 15-pupil intake is not 
correct because some people are 
registered at the Burwell surgery 
- which is in Cambridgeshire - 
and the county council did not 
speak to the pre-school in 
Exning.” 


The Friends are due to 
circulate a leaflet around the 
village in next week’s Weekly 
News. 

Cllr Patricia O’Brien, county 
council portfolio holder for 
children, schools and young 
people’s services, said: 
“Proposals for all schools in the 
Newmarket area were agreed by 
the county council’s cabinet 
when it met in February. 

“Following the cabinet’s 
approval, public notices relating 
to the changes were issued. 
People have until April 24 to 
write to the county council and 
give their views on the proposals. 

“Currently in the Newmarket 
area, there are more school 
places than are needed. 

“In developing the proposals it 
was important to make sure each 
school could provide the number 
of places needed locally without 
providing too many across the 
wider area. 

“We looked very carefully at 
the forecast number of children 
expected to be living in each 
catchment area and have 
proposed schools of the size 
required. 

“Any comments on these 
issues will be welcome.”

Pet chickens are killed 
in horrendous attack

ens were cut off and their bodies 
left in a circle in a bizarre attack.

discovery. They go out to see the chickens 
every morning before school but this time 
they found them with their heads cut off 
and lying in a circle. 

“I can only say that this is an absolutely 
disgusting and disgraceful thing to do. I 
cannot imagine what has gone through the 
mind of this sick and obviously deeply dis¬ 
turbed person.” 


Mr Hill, who lives with his wife in 
Portugal, is in the country to visit his 
daughter and grandchildren, Cloe, 13, 
Logan, 5, Molly, 3 and baby Zach. 

The incident happened between the late 
evening of Thursday night and the early 
hours of Friday morning. 

Police have been conducting house-to- 
house inquiries and have launched an 
appeal for information. 

A Cambridgeshire police spokeswoman 
said: “We would like to hear from anyone 
who has any information about this 
horrendous crime. 


“Someone deliberately came onto the 
victim’s property and viciously attacked 
these defenceless animals which were 
loved family pets. This was a cruel and 
pointless act.” 

Small bite marks were found inside the 
necks of the birds but Mr Hill believes they 
were made after the attack. 

He said: “We think that some small 
animal had a go at them after they were 
killed but it looks like a clean cut.”

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‘Savings’ need 
closer look 

Sir, Suffolk County Council 
Conservatives seem to be busy 
patting themselves on the back 
about the “savings” they have made. 
However, a closer examination 
reveals a far from rosy picture. 

The public have not forgotten the 
appointment of the new chief 
executive on £218,000. That’s 
£70,000 more than the previous 
incumbent and £30,000 more than 
the Prime Minister. 

This year the council’s contract with 
Customer Service Direct has gone 
up by 12 per cent to £31.7 million 
with no explanation. 

Since the Conservatives took power 
the number of council managers 
earning more than £50,000 has gone 
up dramatically. 

At an estimated cost of £23 million 
they have also embarked on a very 
unpopular programme of middle 
school closures. They are borrowing 
money to pay for this. 

The savings they claim in adult care 
services include drastic service cuts 
and increased charges to the most 
vulnerable adults in our 
community. A report to the council 
last year stated that the budget for 
people with learning disabilities was 
now one of the lowest in the 
country. As previously reported in 
the press, attendance by elderly 
people at day centres has dropped 
by nearly half in the two years since 
the Conservatives brought in 
charges for the first time. In 
addition more than three-quarters 
of home care service users must 
now pay, compared with less than a 
quarter when the Lib Dems and 
Labour were running the council. 

It is difficult to gauge the extent of 
the misery this is causing to 
individuals or how badly it is 
affecting their quality of life. The 
Conservatives should be very 
careful not to crow too much about 
their achievements.

Consistency in 
decisions needed 

Sir, I have followed, with a growing 
sense of incredulity, the frustrated 
attempts to obtain a number of 
planning consents at the Kremlin 
Stud on Snailwell Road, and in 
particular the refused consent for a 
new stable yard. 

As I understand the situation, the 
Forest Heath Planning Committee 
has refused consent after accepting 
complaints from residents living 40 
to 84 metres away, that the new 
stables would cause them to suffer 
from noise and light pollution, bad 
smells and vermin. 

Quite incredibly, this is the same 
committee that granted consent 
recently for a three-storey 
residential development, which is 
positioned just three metres from 
my single storey stables and about 
the same distance away from my 
muck heap and another muck heap 
of the neighbouring stables. 

This consent was granted, despite 
the strongest representations from 
myself and my neighbours, that the 


new development would overlook 
two yards and would be likely to 
disturb the horses. The bedroom 
and living room windows in the 
new development open directly 
onto muck heaps. Our 
representations were completely 
ignored. Perhaps the question 
needs to be asked why? 

Needless to say, no one appears to 
want to live in such 
accommodation, which still 
remains empty, but we meanwhile 
remain overlooked by an unwanted 
development which is quite 
hideous. 

How could Forest Heath Planning 
Committee have granted consent 
for a residential development right 
on top of our stables and yet 
refused consent for a perfectly 
sensible proposal on the Kremlin 
Stud. 

Newmarket is unique in the world 
with its presence of the racehorse 
industry within it. It seems to me 
that the actions of Forest Heath 
Planning Committee serve only to 
undermine that presence. Any 
investment, at this time, in the 
racing industry should be 
encouraged rather than 
discouraged as proposed at the 
Kremlin Stud. At the very least the 
councillors should be consistent in 
their decisions.

Carry on recycling your 
waste, says consortium 


COUNCILS have denied claims 
that material sent for recycling is 
ending up in landfill sites. 

The Suffolk Recycling Con¬ 
sortium, which includes Forest 
Heath District Council and 
neighbouring St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, has urged 
householders to keep sorting 
waste into separate bins. 

It was responding to national 
media reports that the econ¬ 
omic downturn has led to more 
recyclable materials being 
dumped. 

The consortium’s partner, 
Viridor Waste Management Ltd, 
which sorts, separates and 
markets the material, says that it 
continues to maintain contracts 
with customers and is able to 
find markets. 

The consortium’s recycling 
material, nearly 40,000 tonnes, 
is traded in a global market and 
is sent to processors in the UK 


as well as Europe, China and the 
Indian sub-continent. 

Viridor maintains a detailed 
audit trail of every consignment 
sent abroad to ensure that the 
material is properly handled 
and is ultimately processed into 
new products, according to a 
statement issued by the 
councils. 

Malcolm Firth, chairman of 
the consortium, said: “Suffolk 
residents should be reassured 
that the material they put out 
for recycling is being sent for 
processing and not finishing up 
in landfill sites. 

“Although it has been report¬ 
ed that some councils have had 
to stockpile or even suspend 
collection services, this is not 
the case in Suffolk. We should all 
continue with efforts to improve 
the quality and quantity of 
material we put in our recycling 
bins.”

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‘Sniffer dog leads 
to major alert’ at 
American air base

AN OVERZEALOUS sniffer dog is 
believed to have triggered a bomb 
alert at an American air base which 
caused traffic disruption for five 
hours. 

A busy road was closed after a “routine 
check” of a commercial vehicle entering 
the Lakenheath base led to the discovery 
of a suspect package. 

According to unconfirmed reports it is 
understood that a sniffer dog gave an 
indication that the package may have 
contained explosives. 

A 500-metre exclusion zone was 
declared resulting in the closure of the 
busy A1065 at the entrance of the base 
and the diversion of traffic through 
Lakenheath village on the opposite side of 
the airfield. 

Some US personnel were moved from 
buildings within the exclusion zone and 
an Army bomb disposal team was called 
in from Colchester. 

They carried out a controlled explosion 
on the package which turned out to be 
“inert”. 

A spokesman for the Ministry of 
Defence Police, which shares respon¬ 
sibility for the base security with USAF 
security forces, refused to confirm that the 
sniffer dog was to blame for the incident. 

“During standard procedures carried 
out on the vehicle, there was an indication 
that something might be suspicious,” he 
said. 

The spokesman said the package was 
later declared “non suspicious”. He added: 
“It was a non-criminal incident.” 

Lakenheath is the largest US Air Force 
base in Britain and is home to two 
squadrons of F-15E Strike Eagle jets, 
which have seen service in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, and a squadron of F-15C 
Eagle fighters. 

Armed troops in combat fatigues guard 
the entrances to the base and vehicles 
entering the base are searched. 

In the past there have been security 
alerts when illegal immigrants have been 
found in vehicles arriving at the base.

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Toll may hit hospital staff 
hard, but would save lives

POORLY paid hospital 
and emergency services 
staff may be hit hardest if 
a congestion charge were 
introduced in Cam¬ 
bridge. 

But any measures to combat 
congestion in the city would 
slash emergency response 
times - and help save lives. 

These were among the views 
raised by medical and emer¬ 
gency organisations to Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Transport Com¬ 
mission, which is chaired by Sir 
Brian Briscoe, at a hearing at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

Roger Cutting, planning 
manager at Cambridge 
University Hospitals NHS 
Foundation Trust, said it would 
be “relatively easy” for the 
hospital to be kept out of any 
congestion charge zone due to 
the work it had already to done 
to cut the number of car 
journeys by patients and staff. 

But Sir Briscoe pointed out: 
“You are in competition with 
the congestion charge - if you 
reduce the number of people 
driving, it reduces the income 
from the car park.” 

A staff survey at the hospital

found 93 per cent of respon¬ 
dents felt it should not be 
included in any congestion 
charge zone. 

Carole Proctor, Unison 
spokeswoman and staff rep¬ 
resentative, said hospital em¬ 
ployees were strongly opposed 
to the proposals because of 
concerns about how much they 
would have to pay to get to 
work. 

She said: “The problem for 
staff is that this is a huge 
amount of money they will be 
asked to pay, and they cannot 
afford it.” 

Matthew Wynn, manager of 
Cambridgeshire Community 
Services, said the move could 
cost the organisation as much 
as £350,000 to pay for its staff to 
treat patients in their own 
homes and clinics in the city. 

He said poorly-paid agency 
staff would take a “huge hit”, 
but admitted: “Our staff find it 
difficult to undertake their work 
in a crowded city.” 

David Monk, county general 
manager for the East of England 


Ambulance Service, insisted 
emergency vehicles should be 
exempt from any charge, but 
admitted: “We would support 
any measures to help us reach 
patients in a more timely 
manner and achieve a better 
clinical outcome.” 


And Rick Hilton, district 
manager for Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service, said he 
was “broadly in favour” of a 
move to reduce traffic, but 
admitted he had concerns 
about any effect the charge 
could have on shift patterns. 


The commission will report 
back to Cambridgeshire County 
Council with its recom¬ 
mendations on the congestion 
charge and the associated £500 
million of public transport 
improvements tied in with the 
scheme. 


NHS bid 
to help 
monitor 
health 

A STUDY into the health 
of people in the East of 
England has been pub¬ 
lished. 

The NHS region-wide 
survey into the health 
and lifestyles of people 
in the region will be 
repeated annually to 
help the NHS focus on 
delivering the pledges it 
has set itself to improve 
health and wellbeing. 

The study asked 
people living in the 
region to give infor¬ 
mation on their health, 
diet, exercise patterns 
and smoking. 

Dr Paul Cosford, 
regional director of 
public health, said: “This 
study helps us to know 
where to focus our 
efforts to help people to 
live longer, healthier 
lives. 

“We know that people 
who do not smoke, drink 
within sensible limits, 
eat five-a-day and take 
physical activity live on 
average 14 years longer 
than those who do none 
of these.”

TRAFFIC conges¬ 
tion on the A14 fell 
by more than 20 
per cent in Febru¬ 
ary compared with 
the same period in 
2008, according to 
a traffic monitor¬ 
ing firm. 

Trafficmaster 
said the reduction 
in congestion in 
Cambridgeshire, 
Suffolk and North¬ 
amptonshire was a 
clear sign of the 
impact of the rec¬ 
ession. 


The company, 
which uses sensors 
to record traffic 
speeds, said con¬ 
gestion last month 
was down by 49 
per cent. It 
attributed the fall 
to fewer HGVs and 
commuters using 
the road. 

Michael Savage, 
head of networks 
at Trafficmaster, 
said: “The econ¬ 
omic downturn 
has seen a drama¬ 
tic reduction in the 
number of HGVs 


and other com¬ 
muter traffic using 
this route which 
can only be attrib¬ 
uted to the down¬ 
turn in the econ¬ 
omy. 

“Deliveries are 
less both to high 
street stores and 
via home delivery 
internet-based 
sites.” 

He said haulage 
firms were among 
the worst hit. The 
firm measured the 
amount of traffic 


travelling at less 
than 30mph over 
the past six mon¬ 
ths compared with 
the same period 
the previous year. 

It found traffic 
levels were up by 4 
per cent in Jan¬ 
uary, but in Dec¬ 
ember were down 
by 53 per cent. 

He added: “The 
last 12 months 
show a significant 
downturn in con¬ 
gestion along this 
route.” 


Residents able to see area 
for temporary car parking 


AN AREA earmarked for a 
new car park was marked 
out for residents to view 
on Saturday. 

Parish councillors at 
Mildenhall were there to 
explain details of the 
scheme, for a temporary 
parking area with space 
for up to 215 vehicles on 
the town’s Jubilee Fields. 

The plan has been at 
the centre of controversy 
and is linked with 
Sainsbury’s plans for a 


new store on the nearby 
social and bowls club 
site. 

But the parish council 
has stressed that the 
temporary parking area 
will be for general use - 
not just for customers of 
the new store. 

The parking area has 
been needed because of 
delay in proposals to re¬

ground off West Row 
Road near Riverside

Some amazing facts about 

AMATEURS: Unlike the Derby, the Grand National often sees amateur riders taking on and beating the professionals. The 
big race was most recently won by a member of the unpaid ranks when journalist Marcus Armytage scored on Mr Frisk in 
1990. 

BECHER’S BROOK: The 1839 National gave us the legendary Becher’s Brook, jumped as the sixth and 22nd fence in the 
great race. Captain Martin Becher fell from his horse Conrad at the ditch and crawled into the brook to escape the rest of 
the field jumping on him. 

He is reported to have said he never knew water tasted so foul without whisky in it. There have been many fallers at this 
notorious fence since then and in 1990 Becher’s Brook was straightened and the ditch partially filled in to make it safer. 
DOUGLAS: Former British Lions rugby union international John Douglas won the Grand National as an owner in 1979. His 
10-year-old Rubstic scored at 25-1 to give Scotland its one and only success in the race. 

FAVOURITES: Rough Quest was the first winning favourite in 14 years when he scored at 7-1 in 1996 and market leader 
Earth Summit struck just two years later at the same odds. Golden Miller started the shortest-priced favourite ever in 1935 
at 2-1 but failed to complete the course. 

GREYS: Only two grey horses have ever won the Grand National in its 150-year history, The Lamb (1868 and 1871) and 
Nicolaus Silver (1961). 

JOCKEYS: Carl Llewellyn is the only jockey still riding to have won the Grand National twice, on Party Politics (1992) and 
Earth Summit (1998). 

LADY RIDERS: Charlotte Brew became the first woman to ride in the Grand National in 1977. Her mount Barony Fort 
refused at the fourth-last fence. Geraldine Rees was the first to complete the course, on Cheers in 1982. Rosemary 
Henderson, a 51-year-old grandmother, finished fifth on Fiddlers Pike in 1994. Carrie Ford will be trying to win this time 
aboard Forest Gunner. 

MOVIES: Aldaniti’s emotional 1981 success inspired the movie ‘Champions’. John Hurt portrayed Bob Champion, who 
fought back from cancer to land the National on a horse who overcame career-threatening injury himself.

RED RUM: No horse can match Red Rum’s Grand National record. Winner of the race in 1973 and 1974, he was second the 
next two years before his historic third victory in 1977. After his retirement on the eve of the National in 1978, he regularly 
led the parade of runners before the start. He died in 1995 and is buried by the winning post at Aintree. 

VOLUPTUARY: Voluptuary, bred by Queen Victoria, had never jumped a fence before winning the National in 1884. He 
ended his career clearing a water jump night after night in the Grand National scene of the play ‘Prodigal Daughter’. 
WEDDINGS: Aintree racecourse is now licensed for wedding ceremonies. Couples can tie the knot in the Valentine suite of 
the Queen Mother stand before moving on to the Becher suite for a wedding breakfast, with the whole site available for 
memorable photographs. 

YOUNGEST: Bruce Hobbs was the youngest jockey to win the National, scoring on Battleship in 1938 at the age of 17. 
Oldest successful rider was 48-year-old Dick Saunders on Grittar in 1982. Tim Durant was the oldest jockey to complete the 
course, partnering Highlandie in 1968 at the age of 68. 

ZONGALERO: When Zongalero finished a length-and-a-half second to Rubstic in the 1979 National he completed an 
unhappy hat-trick. He had also been runner-up in the Mackeson Gold Cup and Massey-Ferguson Gold Cup and ended the 
season without a win to his name. 


COMPLY OR DIE Trainer: David Pipe. Last year's impressive winner appeared 
to have completely lost his way earlier this season with a couple of lifeless 
runs.

I f you’re growing tomatoes this 
year and you want to add some 
exotic-sounding types to your 
menu - doing your bit for 
preservation at the same time - a 
host of endangered tomato 
varieties are being championed in 
a new campaign. 
“Whippersnapper”, “Tiger Tom” 
and “Ryder’s Midday Sun” are 
some of the endangered tomato 
varieties being promoted in the, 

Dig Your Dinner campaign, an 
initiative by Seeds of Change, 
which has teamed up with organic 
growing charity, Garden Organic, 
to raise awareness of the benefits 
of diversity in variety. 

Research shows that only 9 per 
cent of gardeners experiment with 
growing different varieties, but you 
can do your bit to help save 10 
endangered tomato varieties for 
future generations if you join in the 
campaign, launched on March 31 
and supported by celebrity 
gardener Rachel de Thame. 
Varieties, such as the small plum 
variety “Auntie Madge’s”, “Bro’ad 
Ripple Yellow Currant”, which 
produces masses of sweet-tasting, 
tiny yellow fruit up to mid- 
November and the mild “Pink 
Cherry”, are available through 
Garden Organic’s Heritage Seed 
Library, which holds a collection of 
more than 800 endangered 
vegetable varieties facing 
extinction. 

“All the tomatoes have great 
flavour, are easy to grow whether 
on a windowsill, in a patio pot or 
vegetable plot, and are part of our 
British heritage which we should 
treasure and protect for future 
generations,” Rachel de Thame 
says. 

She offers the following tips: 

■ Start small if you’re a beginner. If 
you’ve limited space grow some 
tomatoes in a pot. 
n Try out some endangered 
varieties which have proved 
reliable, such as “My Girl”, which 
has medium to large, plum-shaped 
fruits with few seeds, or 
“Kenilworth”, a classic round, red 
sumptuous tomato with a sweet 
and herby flavour. 

■ Spring is the time to sow your 
seeds. They’re not hardy, so start 
them off inside - a greenhouse, or 
windowsill will do perfectly. Sow 
your seeds into a seed tray which 
has been filled with good quality 
seed compost, firmed gently and 
watered. 

■ Once they start to put on 
growth, they’ll need to be re-potted 
into larger containers to allow 
space for the rapidly developing 
root system. Keep moist and when 
the risk of late frosts has passed 
and the first flowers have appeared 
- usually some time in May - help 
the young plants to acclimatise 
gradually to outdoor conditions. 
Transfer them to their final growing 
position and secure the main stem 
to a sturdy cane. Keep them well 
fed and watered during the 
growing season. 

■ Tomatoes can often be affected 


by whitefly. To combat this 
organically be vigilant and look out 
for the eggs on the underside of 
the leaves, spraying them off with a 
blast of the hose or wiping 
thoroughly by hand. Greenfly 
(aphids) are also common and can 
be swept away with thumb and 
forefinger. 

■ Ladybirds feast on aphids, so 
encouraging them into your garden 
will also help to control them.

HIV cases show welcome drop 


AN ESTIMATED 68 new diagnoses of 
HIV were made at clinics in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire last year, according to 
latest figures. 

The Health Protection Agency said 
this indicated a decrease on 2007, when 
cases hit an eight-year high of 92, 
although some late reports are still to 
be taken into consideration. Across the 
Eastern region there were 460 new 
diagnoses in 2008. 

Of these, 73 per cent of cases where 
route of transmission had been 
identified were acquired in a 
heterosexual relationship. 

Of heterosexual cases where place of 
infection was known, 74 per cent 
occurred abroad. 


Experts at the agency said 21 per 
cent of new diagnoses were acquired 
through sex between men. 

Dr Sam Bracebridge, the sexual 
health chief for the Eastern region, 
said: “Prevention is far better than any 
treatment and our advice is that 
anyone entering into a new or casual 
sexual relationship should always use 
condoms.” 

“If you have had unprotected sex 
with a new or casual partner you 
should be tested.” 

Of surrounding counties, there were 
100 diagnoses in Essex last year, 
compared to 96 in Bedfordshire, 95 in 
Hertfordshire, and 17 in Suffolk. 
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Fake cigarettes alert at start of car boot season 


A WARNING about ill¬ 
egally imported or “fake” 
cigarettes and tobacco 
has been issued by HM 
Revenue & Customs 
(HMRC) in advance of 
the traditional start of 
the car boot sale season. 

HMRC has warned 
that counterfeit brand¬ 
ing on cigarettes is 


almost impossible to 
spot and can mean that 
buyers are getting a sub¬ 
standard product. 

Keith Morgan, detect¬ 
ion manager for HMRC 
said: “This is not an 
innocent or victimless 
crime but one that en¬ 
courages otherwise hon¬ 
est people to trade with 


criminals. The illicit 
trade has a devastating 
impact on legitimate 
traders who have to 
compete against these 
cheap and unregulated 
goods.” 

He added: “We are 
keen to work closely 
with local people and 
communities in the fight 


against this type of 
crime.

THE line-up for the 45th Cambridge Folk Festival 
has been announced. 

The event, packed with acts from all over the globe, 
includes favourites such as three-time Grammy Award 
winner Lucinda Williams, playing her only UK festival date, 
and indie band The Zutons. 

The line-up, dubbed “eclectic and exciting” by 
organisers, also includes iconic instrumentalist and 
songwriter Booker T Jones, who is releasing his first album 
in 10 years, and perennial crowd-pleasers The Saw Doctors 
and Jim Moray. 

The announcement comes days after a Cambridge City 
Council report admitted it had failed to follow its own rules 
in awarding a contract to run the festival to SecureTicket 
UK, which went into liquidation after the 2008 event, leaving 
the council out of pocket by more than £600,000. 

Top female singer-songwriters are also on the bill at this 
year’s event, including American songstress Beth Nielsen 
Chapman, Scotland’s Eddi Reader and Irish folk singer Cara 
Dillon. 

A festival spokeswoman said: “An eclectic and exciting 
bill, featuring the best in contemporary folk and roots 
music, has been announced by Europe’s most acclaimed 
folk festival. 

“The festival’s reputation for quality music in intimate 
surroundings means tickets are set to sell out quickly.”

It’s so tough 
for Pendleton 

VICTORIA Pendleton admitted she was “cream 
crackered” after a gruelling 15-race World 
Championships. 

The 28-year-old Mildenhall Cycling Club 
member entered four events at the BGZ Arena 
in Pruszkow, Poland, winning bronze in the 
500m time-trial on day one and team sprint 
silver alongside Shanaze Reade on day two. 

An emotional success in the women’s sprint, 
retaining the title she won 12 months earlier in 
Manchester for a fourth 
rainbow jersey, was the 
highlight for the Olympic 
champion. 

And Pendleton, right, will 
now take a well-earned rest 
having competed on every 
day of the championships. 

“It was very ambitious of 
me to enter four events and 
I’m not sure I’d do it again,” 
admitted Pendleton, who 
had just one week’s rest 
following her Olympic win 
in Beijing. 

“I feel like I’ve been here a month on this track. 
It’s been hard to get on the bike in this competition 
environment - very little sleep, very little food in 
between - it’s been a bit of an ordeal.” 

Pendleton had to fight off the effects of 
cramp following her elimination from the 
keirin. 

Now, after two weeks of complete rest in 
Australia, Pendleton will return to some 
“unstructured” gym and road work before 
returning to the velodrome in the autumn. 

Asked how she felt, she said: “Horrific. I’m 
absolutely cream crackered. It would have been 
nice to do something this morning (in the 
keirin) but my legs didn’t feel fantastic. I only 
had a couple of hours’ sleep and hadn’t really 
eaten much. 

“I wasn’t in the best condition to set the 
world alight and the keirin’s a gamble anyway.”
